The Board of Regents shall 
shall control the, whole system in 
literary matters ;they-shall prescribe 
the requisitions.ifor degrees in the 
University and:the Colleges; prepare 
the questions:and conduct the exam- 
inations, and determine: the degrees; 
all diplomas of ‘the Colléges shallbe 
endorsed by the) Regents, but be is- 
sued by the Collegen The Regents 
shail prescribe the stadies for the 
Primary and High Schools, prepare 
the questions ,6fexamination, and 
proclaim the who may 
be approved on the whole course in 
the Primary Scheelsuiay attend the 
High Schools; all approved on the 
whole course in .the “High Schools, 
may attend any of the Col- 
leges, the State paying their tui- 
tion; and all who graduate 
in the Colleges, may attend the Uni- 
versity without change from tuitions, 
There are in the. State 267,937 chil- 
dren of both sexes and colors within 
the school age for primary schools. 
They would require 2,697 schools, 
and 5,355 teachers. These schools 
would probably furnish 5,358 schol- 
ars to the scheols, requiring 54 high 
schools and lt teachers, and these 
high schools would. furnish 535 stu- 
dents to the colleges, and these would 
perhaps send 150 to the University. 
‘To work this system, without count- 
ing thecost of buildings, would re- 
quire an expenditure of about 8950, 
% per annum, which is easily and 
clearly within the resources of the 
State. 

Georgia has recently adopted a sys- 
tem very similar, and the denomina- 
tional colleges have become (part of 
them) co-related to the University. 
Publie opinion is moving in other 
States, and the plan is likely to pre- 
vail generally, Dr. Cramer and 
some others in this State, have 
thoroughly studied the system, are 
advoeating it earnestly, and will pre- 
sent a well matured-plan to the next 
Legislature, and-seek its adoption.

Armed Black Paupers—Bread or 
Biood. 

The New Orleans Duiletin says 
that as an evidenee of the hurtful ef- 
fects of the articles published in the 
Republican tending to throw out the 
idea that the rations donated by the 
(reneral Government were especially 
ior the negro, and of the statements 
which have been made by designing 
demagogues in relation to the same 
matter, we have before us a state- 
ment from a responsible gentleman 
who is now visiting the overflowed 
district in the interest of the Relief 
Committee which discloses a very 
serious state of affairs in the country 
parishes. 

Our correspondent writes from the 
mouth of Red river, under date of 
the 12th instant, and says he has 
witnessed many things which it were 
well for the ‘public to know, and 
which have at this time a very pecu- 
liar significance. 

The Government, he writes, is still 
furnishing rations to the sufferers by 
the overflow, but when any of the 
agents run short, the negroes forcibly 
take what there is. On Raccouci Is- 
land, last week, as Mr. B. F. Miles, 
who was acting as disbursing agent, 
was issuing rations, the negroes came 
armed with guns and pistols, and 
coolly informed him that the rations 
Were sent especially for them, and 
they intended to have them, even if 
they had to take them by force. It 
is scarcely necessary to add that they 
got them, or that the suffering white 
people had to starve in consequence 
of this high-handed outrage on the 
part of the Regroes Who are repre- 
sented by the Republican and by the 
Chicago Jnte;-Ocean as the most 
guileless, harmless, innocent and in- 
offensive beings in Christendom. 

It seems that this remarkable ac- 
tion on the part of the negroes was 
brought about by the fact that there 
was an insufficient supply of rations, 
and the fear that every darkey would 
not get all he wanted led them to 
make an attack in force, which en- 
abled them to gobble everything. 
These riotous black robbers arearm 
savs ourinformant, With new Enfield 
rifles, of the existence of which, no 
doubt, General Street and Mr. Kel- 
logg know nothing.

NOON DISPATCHES. 


WAR IN MISSISSIPPI. 


The Town of Austin Surrounded by 
1,000 Negroes. 


MAYOR WOODSON CALLS ON 
ADJOINING TOWNS FOR 
HELP. 


Memphis and Hernande Sends a 
Company of Volunteers to the 
Scene of Action. 


Mempuls, August IIth.—X special 
to the Appea/, from Helena, Arkan- 
sas, received at 8:50 this morning, 
says: At 11 o’clock last night three 
ladies and two gentiemen arrived 
here from Austin ina skiff, and re- 
port considerable fighting. Late 
vesterday evening, Commander of 
Post, whose name we did not learn, 
dispatched a scout of twenty-five 
men on the road to Coldwater 
Station, on the Mississippi & Tennes- 
see Railroad, and captured a picket 

of twenty negros, who were stationed 
about twenty miles from town, and 
brought them in as prisoners, and 
disarmed them. One of them, as 
they were being put into the Court- 
house yard, tried to make his escape, 
when he was fired upon and killed, 
and in amelee which ensued, another 
negro was wounded, but not fatally. 

LATER.—In the evening a large 
body of negroes advanced from the 
south and attacked the town, driving. 
in the white skirmishers to the Court 
House where the main body of whites 
were stationed. A charge was made 
by the whites and the negroes were 
repulsed with a loss of several killed 
and wounded. Fighting was going 
on when oar informant left, and they 
were fired upon as they crossed over 
to Ship Island. 


MempPuis, Aug. 11.—A second dis- 
patch from Helena, says Mayor Horn 
Chalmers, of Hernando, has just ar- 
rived here for the purpose of charter- 
ing a boat to take men to the assist- 
ance of the whites in Austin. He 
says a courier from Mayor Woodson, 
of Austin, reached Hernando at day- 
light, stating that the town was sur- 
rounded by about 1,000 negroes and 
asking for help. About 200 men from 
Hernando and vicinity will be here 
at 2 o’clock, and in company with 
volunteers from this city, will start 
at four o’clock for Austin. 

Dr. Smith, who is the unfortunate 
cause of the trouble there reached 
here last night. Some three weeks 
since hewas attackted in the streets 
of Austin by a negro, and drawing a 
pistol rech at the negro, but missed 
him and killed a little negro girl 
standing by, which exasperated the 
legroes to such an extent that they 
collected a mob and took Dr. Smith 
tothe woods to hang him, which 
they would haye done but for tha en- 
treaty of Mayor Woodson and the 
Doctors wife. Since that time Dr. 
Smith has been a voluntary inmate 
of jail to prevent being mobbed until 
last Friday, when some of his friends 
dame and carried him to Hernando, 
on learning which the negroes 
collected in large numbers and noti- 
fied Mayor Woodson that unless he 
Was brought back and put in jail 
they would bura the town.

Yes- 
lerday he aroused sufficiently to re- 
covnize his children and receiv the 
holy conmmunion, but thenceforth 
declined gradually until his death, 
Which occurred at 9 o'clock this a.
